1.  Japan-Anerican  negotiations  were  ccmr.enced  the  middle 

of  April  of  this  year.  Over  a  period  of  half  a  year  they  have  been 
continued.  Within  that  period  tho  Imperial  Government  adamantly 
stuck  to  the  Tri-Partite  Alliance  as  the  cornerstone  of  its  national 
policy  regardless  of  the  vicissitudesadf  the  international  situation. 

In  the  adjustment  of  diplomatic  relations  between  Japan  and  the  United 
States,  she  has  based  her  hopes  for  a  solution  definitely  within  the 
scope  of  that  alliance.  With  the  intent  of  restraining  the  United 
States  from  participating  in  the  war,  she  boldly  assumed  the  attitude 
of  carrying  through  these  negotiations. 

2.  Therefore,  the  present  cabinet,  in  line  with  your  message, 
with  the  view  of  defending  the  Empire's  existence  and  integrity  on 

a  just  and  equitable  b&3is,  has  continued  the  negotiations  carried 
on  in  the  pest.  However,  their  views  and  ours  on  the  question  of  the 
evacuation  of  troops,  upon  which  the  negotiations  rested,  (they  de¬ 
manded  the  evacuation  of  Imperial  troops  from  China  and  French  Indo- 
China),  were  completely  in  opposition  to  each  other. 

Judging  from  the  course  of  the  negotiations  that  have  been 
going  on,  we  first  cane  to  loggerheads  when  the  United  States,  in 
keepirg  with  its  traditional  idealogical  tendency  of  managiig  inter- 
national  relations,  re-emphasized  her  fundamental  reliance  upon  this 
traditional  policy  in  the  conversations  carried  on  between  the  United 
States  end  England  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  The  motive  of  the  United 
States  in  all  this  was  brought  "ut  by  her  desire  to  prevent  the 
establishment  of  a  new  order  by  Japan,  Gemony,  and  Italy  in  Turope 
and  in  the  For  Lest,  that  is  to  say,  the  airs  of  the  Tri-Pcrtite 
Alliance.  As  long  as  the  Impire  of  Japan  was  in  alliance  with 
Germany  and  Italy,  there  could  be  no  maintenance  of  friendly  rela¬ 
tions  between  Japan  end  the  United  States  was  the  stend  they  took. 

From  this  point  of  view,  they  began  to  demonstrate  a  tendency  to 
demand  the  divorce  of  the  Imperial  Government  from  the  Tri-^crtitc 
Alliance.  This  wes  brought  out  ct  the  lest  meetirg.  That  is  to 
say  that  it  hes  only  been  in  the  negotiations  of  the  last  few  days 
that  it  hes  become  gradually  more  end  more  clear  that  the  Imperial 
Government  could  no  longer  continue  negotiations  with  the  United 
States,  It  bectme  clear,  too,  that  a  continuation  of  negotiations 
v.ould  inevitably  be  detrimental  to  our  cause.
